HISTORY OF THE EARLIEST
. DAYS

Won In First Tournament In
Which Contested In Green-
' ville In 1889

; By A. C. Taodd. -

" ‘The Anderzon Fire Department was
organized on the first day of July, 1884,
by the founding of the Pioncer Hlonm
Fire!Engine company. The equipment

was horse drawn, The city council
later purchased a “jumper” or two
wheeled hose carl, with an enuipment
of hose.

The heavy engine was drawn by
hand with drag ropes or by a horse,
or rather the city Btreet dnuarlmpnl
AT iee—Pfe~tonen

inserted in the front of Ihr- -Aru;mv was
Interchangeabel nnd the engine conla
cither he drawn pv men or by the
mules.

The firat chief of the fire depart-
menl was Mr. J. M. Catheurt, futher
of the pregent hearer of thar name,.

In 1885 o fireman's tournoment was
held in Greenville and the *Pioncern”
were Invited to atlend and ‘o partl-
cipate in tho races. The ténin was or-
gonized by the election pof  Wrank
O'Donnell as caplain and practice for
the races war begun to fit the o=
for the contest. The team practiced
for a stretch of 200 yards and with
a weight of moro than the contest al-
lowed. This practice lenglliened thefr
wind and helped their endurance. T'he
run that was made in the practice was
from in front of the presenf home of
Mr. J. 8, Fowler on Whilner straet to
thg central reservior which Is the ong
that only recently been unearthed.

When the team left for Greenvillu
there was little hope in Anderson that
they might come back home as tha
winners for the company was then
less than a year old. The day for the
races was a hot one and the sun din
its best to take the ginger out of the
~onteatants, and nearly succeeded in
doing so for al dinner time the An-
derson team was pretty. well dukie Tvi.

After dinner, which consisted of the
higgest lot of chicken wings that was
aver gathered together, the Anderson
company wernt to rest, bathe and er-
ray themselves In theilr racing
clothes.
